POPULATION  OF  THE  BOROUGH. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  of  Sunderland,  as 
estimated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  the  middle 
of  1894,  amounted  to  136,101  persons.  These  figures

I  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  asking  the  profession 
m  the  town  to  give  me  some  idea  as  to  the  number  of  cases 
under  their  care,  so  that  I  may,  as  far  as  possible,  take 
such  steps  as  I  think  necessary  to  prevent  it  spreading 
further.

I  also  saw  Mr.  Bryers  and  obtained  the  co-operation 
of  the  School  Board  Officers,  the  result  being  that  I  was 
informed  of  1208  cases.

Owing  to  the  epidemic  of  Measles  and  other  com¬ 
plaints,  the  number  of  children  attending  the  St.  Paul’s 
School,  Hendon  Street,  has  greatly  diminished  last  week, 
and  even  more  so  this  week ;  this  is  especially  the  case  in 
the  Infants’  Department,  instead  of  the  average  attendance 
of  180,  there  were  only  79  last  week,  and  on  Monday 
morning  only  77.  The  boys’  and  girls’  department 
although  not  to  so  large  an  extent,  have  also  diminished 
numbers.  Would  you  kindly  visit  the  School  and  see 
whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  close  at  least  the 
Infants’  Department,  as  we  cannot  close  without  the 
sanction  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities.  I  should  feel  much 
obliged  if  you  would  kindly  visit  us  at  once.

I  visited  the  School  and  conferred  with  Canon  Mathie 
and  Mr.  Watson,  the  master,  and  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  was  no  necessity  to  close  the  School,  as  I  was 
of  opinion  the  disease  had  been  at  its  worst  there.

SUMMER  DIARRHOEA. 

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  during  the  third  quarter  of 
a  year  are  generally  heavy,  and  last  year  was  no  exception 
to  the  rule.  During  the  months  of  July,  August,  and 
September  of  1894  no  fewer  than  83  deaths  from  Diarrhoea 
were  registered,  whilst  in  the  first,  second,  and  fourth 
quarters  of  the  year  only  31  deaths  were  recorded,  making 
a  total  for  the  twelve  months  of  114.

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SANITARY  REPORT. 


During  the  12  months  ending  December  31st,  1894, 
4,215  nuisances  were  attended  to  by  the  Inspectors  of 
Nuisances,  who  performed  their  work  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner.  No  fewer  than  1,127  notices  were  served  to  repair 
water-closets,  privies,  ash-pits,  &c.,  while  4,730  persons  were 
served  with,  notices  to  whitewash  their  premises;  1,843 
orders  were  also  given  to  cleanse  properties  after  infectious 
disease  had  been  therein. 

The  full  details  of  the  notices  served,  inspections  made, 
and  nuisances  attended  to,  are  given  in  Tables  XV.  and 
XVI.  Appendix. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

These  houses  were  inspected  systematically  during  the 
year.  At  least  once  a  month  they  were  examined  at  night 
time  by  the  Inspectors,  who  also  \isited  them  during  the 
day  time.  There  were  17  offences  against  the  bye-laws. 
The  amount  of  fines  imposed  can  be  seen  on  reference  to 
Table  XIII.  Appendix.  The  Medical  Officer  is  making 
strong  efforts  to  have  these  houses  put  in  a  thoroughly  good 
sanitary  condition.

It  is  with  extreme  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the 
deaths  of  Mr.  William  McKay,  Chief  Inspector  of  Nuisances, 
and  Mr.  John  William  Ferguson,  Chief  Clerk,  who  died  on 
November  21st,  1894,  and  December  26th,  1894,  respect¬ 
ively.  Mr.  McKay  served  this  Corporation  for  over  28 
years,  and  Mr.  Ferguson,  19  years,  and  I  need  hardly  say 
that  more  painstaking,  indefatigable  officers  could  not  he 
found. 

In  consequence  of  these  deaths,  Mr.  John  Pennock  was 
appointed  Chief  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  Mr.  James 
Field,  Chief  Clerk,  and  I  must  thank  them  for  the  energetic 
manner  they  have  carried  out  their  respective  duties. 

I  must  also  thank  Mr.  John  Wilkinson  (Superintendent 
of  the  Cleansing  Department),  and  Captain  Preston  (Port 
Sanitary  Inspector),  for  the  careful  way  they  have  per¬ 
formed  their  duties,  which  has  given  entire  satisfaction. 
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REPORT  OF  DEPUTATION  ATTENDING  THE 
FOURTEENTH  CONGRESS  OF  SANITARY 

INSTITUTES. 

The  following  is  the  joint  Report  of  Alderman  T.  J. 
Rickaby  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  : — 

To  the  Mayor  and  Corporation, — 

The  Sanitary  Institute  of  Great  Britain  held  its 
Annual  Congress  this  year  in  the  City  of  Liverpool,  and 
commenced  its  proceedings  on  the  24th  September. 

The  Congress  was  attended  by  the  deputation  appointed 
by  this  Corporation  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Health 
Committee. 

The  deputation,  in  presenting  its  report,  would,  in  the 
first  place,  acknowledge  its  obligations  to  the  Lord  Mayor 
of  Liverpool  for  the  kindly  reception  he  accorded  to  them, 
also  to  the  gentlemen  who  were  officially  identified  with 
the  Congress,  for  their  uniform  courtesy. 

The  Congress  of  1894  will  be  remembered  as  one  of 
special  interest  and  importance.  This  is  true,  whether  we 
take  into  account  the  great  importance  and  wide  and  com¬ 
prehensive  range  of  subjects  treated,  the  scientific  eminence 
and  practical  experience  of  those  who  read  papers,  and 
took  part  in  the  discussions,  or  the  valuable  lessons  in 
Sanitary  administration  which  were  to  be  derived  there¬ 
from. 

The  subjects  submitted  for  consideration  were  divided 
into  three  sections  : — 

1st. — Sanitary  Science  and  Preventive  Medicine. 

2nd. — Engineering  and  Architecture. 

3rd. — Chemistry,  Meteorology,  and  Geology. 

In  addition,  the  Medical  Officers,  Engineers,  and 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  each  held  separate  deliberations. 

The  President  for  the  year  was  Sir  Francis  S.  Powell, 
Bart.  Elis  inaugural  address  was  an  able  deliverance.  It 
breathed  a  spirit  uf  broad  and  enlightened  sympathy  with 
all  who  are  engaged  in  sanitary  work.  And  in  a  compre¬ 
hensive  and  general  manner  dealt  with  the  progress  which 
has  been  attained. 
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The  number  of  papers  read  was  very  considerable,  but 
it  is  not  necessary  to  refer  to  them  all  here.  Suffice  to  say 
that  the  following  subjects,  amongst  others,  received  the 
attention  of  the  Congress  : — 

“  Marine  and  Port  Sanitation.” 

“  Overcrowding  of  Plouses  on  Land.” 

“  Import  of  the  Death  Returns.” 

“  Teaching  Hygiene  in  Elementary  Schools.” 

“  The  Question  of  Water  Supply.” 

“  The  Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams.” 

“  The  Purification  of  Water  in  Rivers.” 

u  The  Purification  of  Air  from  Infectious 
Hospitals.” 

“  Improved  Dwellings  for  Working  Classes.” 

“  Infant  Mortality  and  Female  Labour.” 

“  The  Disposal  of  Refuse.” 

“  Typhoid  Fever,  and  how  to  Prevent  it 
Spreading.” 

On  the  subject  of  “Port  Sanitation”  Dr.  Collingridge, 
the  able  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Port  of  London, 
ad  vocated  the  appointment  by  each  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
of  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to 
board  and  inspect  every  vessel  arriving  in  port,  in  order  to 
ascertain  if  any  one  on  board  was  suffering  from  any  in¬ 
fectious  disease.  Against  this  proposal  the  Chairman  of 
your  Health  Committee  made  a  strong  protest.  Appoint¬ 
ments  of  this  kind,  except  perhaps  in  such  ports  as  London 
and  Liverpool,  are  wholly  unnecessary,  and  would  involve 
a  waste  of  money. 

On  the  subject  of  “Death  Returns”  Dr.  Hope, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City  of  Liverpool,  pointed 
out  what  the  Chairman  of  your  Health  Committee  has 
frequently  mentioned,  “that  the  present  official  mode  of 
making  the  death  returns  is  most  unfair  for  the  purposes 
of  comparison  between  one  town  and  another.”  The  un¬ 
fairness  consists  in  not  taking  into  account  the  area  as  well 
as  the  population  of  each  town.  Liverpool  and  Hudders¬ 
field  offer  a  striking  illustration  in  point.  The  former 
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town  has  a  population  of  about  120  persons  to  the  acre, 
whilst  the  latter  town  has  only  a  population  of  8  persons 
to  the  acre.  Comment  is  needless. 

So  far  as  Sunderland  is  concerned,  the  most  important 
papers  read  at  the  Congress  related  to  “  Typhoid  Fever.” 
This  is  a  disease  which  unfortunately  still  assumes  epidemic 
proportions  in  this  town.  We  might  say  it  is  endemic 
amongst  us.  This  being  so,  it  demands  the  most  serious 
and  prompt  attention  at  our  hands. 

Dr.  Klein,  who  delivered  a  lecture  entitled  “  The 
Etiology  of  Typhoid  Fever,”  is  one  of  the  most  eminent 
bacteriologists  of  the  day.  His  lecture,  as  may  be  easily 
imagined,  was  severely  scientific  and  technical  ;  and,  strange 
to  say,  it  dealt  an  unexpected  blow  at  the  commonly 
accepted  bacteriological  theory  of  typhoid  fever.  But  to 
look  to  this  lecture  in  hope  of  finding  any  hint  as  to  how 
the  spread  of  typhoid  may  be  prevented  would  be  quite 
useless. 

The  paper  read  by  Professor  Roche  on  “  The  Spread 
of  Typhoid  Fever,”  and  the  discussion  which  followed,  were 
much  more  interesting  and  instructive. 

It  may  now  be  taken  for  granted  that  the  active  agent 
in  the  spread  of  typhoid  fever  is  a  bacillus,  or  microbe. 
Whether  or  not  it  be  the  specific  bacillus  which  Dr.  Klein 
contends  for,  need  not  concern  the  public  very  much.  One 
thing  is  beyond  all  doubt,  wherever  you  have  typhoid  fever 
you  have  the  presence  of  this  dangerous  microbe ;  and 
wherever  you  have  anything  contaminated  in  the  slightest 
degree  by  typhoid  discharges,  you  have  the  existence  of 
this  microbe  in  constant  and  most  vigorous  activity  ;  and 
whoever  comes  within  the  range  of  its  pestilential  influence 
runs  a  perilous  risk  of  contracting  the  disease.  You  may 
easily  have  typhoid  germs  in  such  articles  of  diet  as  milk 
and  water,  and,  unfortunately,  the  presence  of  the  microbe 
may  not  always  be  so  apparent  as  to  excite  suspicion.  You 
may  have  those  germs  permeating  the  exhalations  from 
your  house  drains,  from  your  gully  grates,  from  your 
middens  and  privies  ;  even  the  soil  about  your  dwellings 
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may  be  saturated  with  them.  The  question  of  the  hour 
then  is —  H  ow  to  prevent  the  spread  of  typhoid.  It  is 
comforting  to  know  that  some  towns  have  been  able  to 
almost  entirely  rid  themselves  of  it ;  and  what  those  towns 
have  done  this  town  may  do.  It  would  appear  that  the 
only  known  effective  remedy  is  the  utter  and  complete 
destruction  of  the  microbe.  Unless  this  is  done  the  root  of 
the  evil  has  not  been  reached.  Simple  disinfectants  are 
impotent  for  the  purpose.  The  bacillus  has  a  vitality  which 
defies  such  efforts. 

We  cannot  complain  of  our  water  supply,  for  in 
every  respect  it  is  as  nearly  as  possible  perfect.  Neither 
can  any  serious  charge  be  brought  against  our  sewerage 
system,  for  it  is  neither  better  nor  worse  than  that  of 
other  towns.  Respecting  our  ashpit  system,  the  least  said 
the  better ;  it  is  without  one  redeeming  feature,  and  ought 
to  be  supplanted.  Besides  its  other  objectionable  charac¬ 
teristics,  it  affords  a  happy  hunting  ground  for  every 
species  of  microbe.  Still,  if  the  microbe  were  absent,  our 
ashpits  would  not  be  such  a  source  of  danger  as  they  now 
are.  This  brings  us  back  to  the  question  of  destruction. 
In  towns  where  they  have  refuse  destructors  the  matter  is 
not  difficult  at  all,  and  even  in  towns  such  as  this,  where 
there  is  no  destructor,  we  hope  the  difficulty  can  be  easily 
overcome.  Professor  Roche,  in  his  paper,  refers  to  a  mode 
of  destruction  which  he  describes  as  simple  and  not  costly. 
He  mentions  £100  as  a  sum  quite  sufficient  for  the  purpose. 
Another  mode  we  heard  of  was  the  invention  of  Dr. 
Sargeant,  which  may  possibly  be  less  costly.  This,  how¬ 
ever,  is  a  matter  for  further  inquiry.  No  other  difficulty 
is  likely  to  arise,  except  when  patients  are  being  treated  at 
home.  In  order  to  meet  such  cases  the  Corporation  might 
provide  vessels  with  close  fitting  lids,  and  when  a  case  is 
being  treated  at  home  one  of  these  might  be  sent  to  such 
home  for  the  reception  of  all  discharges,  and  at  least  once 
every  day;  such  vessels  could  be  collected  by  a  servant  of 
the  Corporation,  and  removed  for  the  purpose  of  having  its 
contents  destroyed. 
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The  first  indispensable  requirement  to  be  insisted  upon 
at  all  cost  is,  that  nothing  whatever  in  the  nature  of 
discharges  from  a  typhoid  patient  must  be  allowed  to  find 
its  way  into  any  drain  or  sewer,  or  into  any  priv}^  or 
midden,  or  even  buried  in  soil.  All  must  be  destroyed. 

The  words  of  Sir  Thomas  Crawford  will  form  a  fitting 
conclusion  to  this  report.  Sir  Thomas,  in  moving  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Dr.  Klein  for  his  lecture,  said — “Another  duty 
which  all  owed  to  their  neighbours  was  to  see  that  no 
poison  from  a  typhoid  case  found  its  way  by  any  means 
into  a  public  sewer.  Any  one  who  neglected  this  pre¬ 
caution  was  guilty  of  inflicting  on  the  public  a  calamity, 
which  might  be  ruinous  to  a  large  population.’’ 

We  would  suggest  to  the  Council  the  necessity  for 
taking  immediate  measures  dealing  with  the  constantly 
increasing  typhoid  fever  in  our  town.
